Winter  Trains  to  Hull. 
The  State  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners have  rendered  the  following 
interesting  decision : 

"Ton  Selectmen  of  Hull  renew  their  pe- 
tition, thai  llio  Company, which  ha*  agaln*t 
their  will  anil  ths  will  of  the  elllten*  loca- 
ted lfa  road  through  their  town  mo,  be 
called  upon  to  give  It*  Inhabitant*  the 
much  ueedetl  ficlll  ties  of  one  train  each 
way  dull,  or  tri  weekly  during  the  winter 
season.  Upon  a  like  petition  presented  last 
year  the  hoo.nl  declined  to  recommend  the 
costly  running  of  »  (nil  train,  which  would 
have  very  slight  support.  But  It  was  Intl 
muted  thai  something  was  due  to  the  peo- 
ple, ami  tliat  during  the  dm  ing  season 
the  cor|>orutlon  might  be  expected  to  run 
n  combination  of  car  and  euglne,  which 
would  with  slight  expense  furnish  reason- 
able sceommmlatlon.  Sncb  n  continuation 
car  could  not  be  found  during  the  past 
season,  (tteport  t5,  p.  147.)  But  we  arc 
now  met  by  the  fact  thnt  after  the  mort- 
gagee* bad  taken  possession  of  the  road  the 
corporation  has  been  enjoined  by  Ihe  Su- 
preme Court  from  operating  It  at  nil. 
Thl*  was  done  ou  complaint  of  land  own- 
ers, w  ho  l>a to  failed  to  ohtain  comp.msa- 
or  security  for  lhslr  land  damages 
The  cquilable  rlghU  of  the  citizens  to 
iK-commodnllonare  certainly  strengthened 
hy  the  fuct  that  their  lan>l  has  been  lakeu 
n"t  only  wllhout  consent  but  wlthontcom- 
poniallon.  Yot  Ills  now  out  of  the  pjwer 
of  the  compauy  to  furnish  theso  accommo- 
dations, and  It  would  be  Improper  and  ab- 
surd for  us  to  rocommeud  them  to  violate 
a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is  true 
that  the  Court  has  power  to  vary  Its  decree 
which  forbid*  operation  of  the  road  until 
the  other  or  further  order  of  this  court,  and 
it  might  011  petition  of  tbe  company,  allow 
the  proposed  train  to  he  ran  for  the  heneflt 
of  the  peopleof  Hull.  But  our  power  to 
recommend  changes  In  the  operation  of  a 
railroad  does  not  Include  power  to  recom- 
mend the  conduct  of  a  lawsuit.  Tho  rem- 
edy of  the  petitioners,  If  any  exists,  mast 
be  sought  it)  legislation."!

STUFKIMI  A.N  KLKNIANT. 

Tho  carcass  of  an  elephant,  who  last  yeai 
figured  prominently  in  a  circus,  Is  now  be- 
ing prepared  for  exhibition  in  tbo  National 
Musoum  at  Washington.  All  tbe  boues 
have  boon  preserved  and  havo  been  cleaned, 
.ind  aro  uow  being  carefully  artiouloted 
When  this  is  completed,  the  elephant  in  his 
boues  and  tbe  elephant  In  bis  skin  will  be 
sot  np,  side  by  side,  on  pedestals  lu  the  No- 
tlouol  Museum,  and  an  nnprojndioed  publi 
enu  judge  as  to  tho  prospective  merits  c 
those  oostumes  for  summer  weai.  Th 
method  employed  in  preparing  such  e  hugs 
mass  as  this  elephant  for  the  museum 
very  Interesting  one.  As  the  boues  were  to 
he  used,  euother  ekelelou  had  to  bo  u 
This  was  effected  by  bulldiug  a  woodon 
framowork  of  tbe  proper  dimensions.  Ovei 
Ibis  framework  tow  was  spread,  and  o 
top  was  placed  a  ooatlug  of  soft  mud.  Tbo 
skiu  was  then  drawn  over,  and  tho  pliable 
mud  foundation  preserved  all  the  Irregulari- 
ty of  tho  ekin,  so  that  It  looks  oxactly  as  It 
did  wbon  on  tbo  livo  elephant.  Tho  trunk 
hangs  iu  a  natural  position,  with  tho  end 
slightly  ourled  up  from  tho  ground.  Ths 
eyes,  mad  by  a  celebrated  optician,  at 
aot  counterfeit*  of  tbs  natural  ey»;  so  that, 
wbeu  the  olephaut  gets  mounted  on  its 
estai  in  the  museum,  it  will  look  deceitfully 
alive  and  active
